RAILROAD MEN DIE IN WRECK. 


Six or Seven Killed In Collision on B. 


& O., at Anderson, W. V*. 


Morgamown, W. Va., Jan. 9.—An en- 


gine running light struck a freight 
tain on the Monongahela river divi- 
sion of the E_.t-;more & Ohio railroad 
at Anderson at .S o'clock, and the col- 
lision resulted in the death of six or 
seven men and the serious injury of 
two others. 


The dead so far as known are: Wil- 


liam Bowman, John Devenny, Michael 
Dinoon, Parish King, and an unknown 
tramp. 


Another body is thought to be in the 


wreck. Two more are badly injured 
and may die. The dead men all be- 
longed in Fairmont or that vicinity. 
All were railroad employes except tho 
tramp, who was stealing a ride on 
the freight. It is supposed that a mis- 
understanding of orders was the cause 
of the accident. 


The wreck occurred on a trestle, 


which was broken down and the track 
badly torn up.

Madison, Wis., Jan. 9.—Gov. Rob- 


ert M. LuFollette will make his first 
appearance before the legislature to- 
morrow, when it is expected, he will 
read his message to the joint session 
of the two houses. 
In recent years, 


it has usually been the custom for the 
governor to send his message to the 
two houses where it has been read 
by the chief clerks or whoever they 
have delegated to that task. 
There 


are precedents, however, when the 
governors have appeared in person be- 
fore the houses in joint session and 
read their message and it is probable 
that this will be done by Mr. La Foll- 
ette. 
Gov. TJpham read his message. 


The two houses will probably meet in 
joint session in the assembly chamber 
at about noon when Mr. La Follette 
will be introduced.

REPORT OF TAX COMMISSION. 


Summary of the Recommendations For Reform 
< ; 


In Taxation. 


That the license fee ijBtem for the collecting of taxes from certain 


corporations be maintained, at least for .the present. 


That the aanual license fee to be paid by the railroads in lieu of all 


other taxes shall be a percentage of the gross earnings graded from a min- 
imum of 5J- per cent. This method, if applied to the grosb earnicgi of 
the railroads for 1899, would give a reTenue approximately of $2,150.000. 


That the payment of a license fee and the granting of a license shall 


not be a waiver of a right to recover iuch further sum as investigation 
may show ought to be paid. 


Provision for reaisauBment in case the license fee system is held in- 


valid for any reason. 


That street railways and electric lighting and power companies shall 


pay aa a license fee a percentage of the gross receipts ranging from a min- 
imum of 3 per cent to a maximum of 5.per cent. 


That telephone companies shall pay .the same license. 
That telegraph companieR operating, in the state be taxed on an ad 


valorem baiis, the assessment to be made by a ptate board tbe same as in 
til* case of Bleeping car and express companies. 


That foreign corporationB,:be required to file their charters «r articles 


of incorporation and pay the same teen as required of domestic companies. 


That reasonable licerisa fees be imposed for the privilege of exercis 


ing the corporate powers .aid franchises for carrying on business in the 
state. 


Changes in th* inheritance tax so that certain property DOIT exempt 
shall pay the tax. 


That.all statistics compiled by the registers of deeds regarding real 


estate sties aud those relating to the assessment and taxation of property 
be returned to the tax commission. 


That the powers of the state board of equalization, which now con- 


sists of the secretary of state, the state treasurer, the attorney geceral 
and the eornmisiioaer of taxation, be turned over to the tax commission, 
which has more complete infor-nation as to the value of the property in 
the state, or if this is not thought best that the members of the tax 
commieeioo be added to the state board of equalization.

public services held at the latter place. 
Private services were held this morn- 
ing at the re'sidence.

on the bier of the dead man, orders for 
them coming from all over the world.

The Wisconsin Commission 
Submits Scheme for Cor- 


porate Assessment. 


SOME OF THE CHANGES 


Increase License for Railroads, 


Street Cars, Telegraph and 


Telephone Companies. 


NO VIOLENT CHANGE DESIRED 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 9.—The first bfc 


ennial report of the Wisconsin tax 
commission will be presented to the 
legislature tomorrow. 


The tax commission which prepar- 


ed the report is composed of Judge 
Norman S. Gilson, George Curtis, Jr., 
and William J. Anderson. 
It has beea 


at work for two years and has made 
as thorough an examination of the sub- 
ject as could be made in thai. time. 


If the recommendations of the com- 


mission are adopted the basis of tax- 
ation of the railroads of the state will 
be increased from a 4 to a 5% per cent 
rate on the gross earnings, which 
would mean an increase of $60,000 for 
the state upon th eaverage earnings 
of the last five years. 


Telephones and street railways will 


be increased about $50,000 each. The 
report gives a minute acount of the 
relations between various classes 
of 


property. 


Plan of Tax 
Suggested. 


. The recommendations of the com- 
mission are in part as follows: 


"That the license fee system of col- 


lecting taxes from certain 
corpora- 


tions shall be maintained, at least un- 
til it be given a test under conditions 
that will make the returns'received 
from it more nearly equal'to what 
would be collected from the same prop- 
erties on the ad valorem basis; that 
the annual license fee to be paid by 
the railroads in lieu of all other taxes 
shall be a. percentage of the annual 
grass earnings- graded from a mini- 
mum of 5% per cent, .the graduation 
and classification to be: 


"Three per cent of the gross earn-. 


ings of all railroads not to exceed 12, 
000 a mile, the rate thereafter to be 
increased from the minimum of 3 per 
cent by adding thereto one-tenth per 
cent, per mile for each $100 of gross 
earnings a mile until the gross earn- . 
ings a mile shall equal $4,500 and the 
maximum rate of 5% ger cent, is reach^ 
ed, ad 5% per cent of the gross earn- 
ings of all railroads whose gross earn- 
ings a mile are $4,500 and over. 


"The railroads in 1900 on the eadn- 
"The railroads in 1900 on the earn- 


ings of 1899 paid the'sum of $1,546,- 
720 on gross earnings of $39,487,403. 
The above classification on the per 
cent of the gross earnings if applied 
to the gross earnings of the railroads 
in 1899 will give a revenue of approxi- 
mately $2,150,000. 


Rate* Fixed for Other Interest*. 
"The annual license fee charged 


street railway and electric power com- 
panies shall be a percentage of the 
gross receipts ranging from a mini- 
,mum of 3 per cent to a maximum of 
5' per cent, graded and classified as 
follows: 


"Three per cent of the annual gross 


receipts of all companies whose earn- 
ings per annum shall not exceed $25,- 
000, and thereafter to be increased 
from the minimum rate of 3 per cent, 
by adding thereto one-tenth of 1 per 
cent for each additional $7,500 of groes 
receipts over $25,000 until the gross 
receipts of $100,000 are reached, when

discuss the details, but that is the 
limit; the ordinary -duty and right of 
the legislature to investigate a pro- 
posed measure as to its wisdom, ne- 
cessity or its bearing on the general 
welfare, in this particular instance 
seems to have been abrogated, and 
a political convention, six months ago, 
assumed the power to dictate legis- 
lative action on the subject.

Just what the powers and scope of

themselves, then its utterances are 
without authority and lack binding 
force. 
A legislature can pass an un-

may assume 
legislative 
functions, 


and decree certain changes in the 
statutes of the state; but a legislature 
which respects its rights and has the 
courage to do its duty, will review the 


' matter 
dispassionately 
and 
learn 


whether the convention spoke the well 
ascertained will of the people or not, 
or whether at any t-ime such will hart 
•been expressed, and govern Itg ac- 
tion accordingly. 


The proposed change in our nomin- 


ating system it not one of

ples," though it 'has sometimes been 
so labeled, but is merely a change of 
method.

FOB A NEW DANK MOTE. 


Before CoiiKroa* Proposing » Flex- 


ible Currency. 


Washington, Jan. S.—The bill pro- 


posing a step toward a flexible bank 
•note currency introduced in the house 
J>y Represetative Love-ring of Massa- 
chusetts, bears a title derived from tho 
recommendation of President McKin- 
ley in his annual message "An act to 
make the currency res-ponsive to the 
varying nee-ds of business at all sea- 
sons and in all sections." 


The measure begins by providing 


for a new form of bank notes, to be 
'known as guaranteed bank notes, be- 
cause they are secured by a guarantee 
fund in the custody of the treasurer 


1 of the United States. These notes can 


.be issued at first only to -the amount 
Tf 10 pei1 cent of the paid up capital 
at the national bank, and not more 
than one-fifth 
in the bonds 
in the 


treasury to secure the present bank 
.note circulation. 


In other words a national, bank hav- 


ing the minimum national bank de- 
posit of 25 per cent of its deposit may 
issue guaranteed bank notes to the 
amount of 5 per cent of its capits.1 and 
Tjy increasing its bond deposits may 
issue 10 per cent in guaranteed notes 
iipon 50 per cent in bonds. 


These issues are in addition to the 


bond secured currency allowed under 
existing law. The limit of 10 per cent 
In the new notes cannot be excsedsd 
until the plan has demonstrated 
its 


safety and success during a period o-f 
three years. 
The comptroller of the 


currency may then, with the written 
consent of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, authorize issues as 'high as 20 per 


cent of paid up capital upon bond 'de- 
posits of 50 per cent. 


The limits may be extended after six 


years to 40. per cent in 
guaranteed 


bank notes if the project has proved a 
success and the extension is approved 
•by the secretary of the treasury. Full 
discretion is given to the comptroller 
from the outset to refuse to issue notes 
unless the condition of the bank is sat- 
isfactory to him and 'he believes that 
new iss-ues will not unduly innate the 
currency or disturb the foreign ex- 
changes. 


The new form of notes are protected 


by a fund to be known as the bank- 
note guarantee fund, which is to be 
raised in the first instance by the pay- 
ment of five per cent of the amount of 
the proposed issues 
of 
guaranteed 


notes into the United States' treasury. 
There is also to be an annual tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent upon the new 
circulation and the proceeds of thia 
tax are to be paid into the guaranty 
fund. Provision is made, however, that 
the unimpaired portions of the 
first 


deposit by the banks may be returned 
to them .if the 
fund rises 
materially 


above 5 per cent of the outstanding 
guaranteed notes. 


The treasury of the United States 


will get the benefit of the excess 
of 


taxes above the amount required for 
the guaranty fund after it reaches a 
certain point, but the treasury will be 
liable to the fund for the amounts re- 
ceived as they are needed to cover the 
losses upon the notes of fail-eel banks.

In the death of Philip D.- .Armour 


Chicago has lost one of its -most en- 
terprising citizens, and the country 
one of its great philanthropists. 
Mr, 


Armour ' was a -product of American 
soil, and he was intensely American. 
Startling in life 'with nothing but a 
brave heart, a clear mind, -and strong 
hands, he wrought out. a destiny that 
was both unique and wonderful. He 
possessed in a rare degree, common 
sense, 'aided by an insight as the re- 
sult of keen perception, that won for 
him many ventures that 
appeared 


hazardous to close observers. 


While not a speculator he road the 


signs of the times with wonderful ac- 
curacy, and with plenty o'f money at 
command took advantage oE condi- 
tions that almost invariably resulted 
in large profits. He way a 
'faithful 


and tireless worker, always leading 
his ' army of 
-employes, 
but never 


driving them. 


>He was an ideal business man, be- 


cause he loved his business • and his 
life was devoted to it. 


As an employer he was exacting, 


yet generous and thoroughly apprecia- 
tive. A friend to young men and feel- 
ing a personal interest in their wel- 
fare, he started many of them out 
into life, and helped them to suc- 
cess, if they possessed' the right ma- 
terial. - He was a philanthropist of 
the model sort, and while the city of 
Chicago has a monument to his mem- 
ory, in the Armour Institute, there 
are many other monuments in the 
hearts of beneficiaries who will cher- 
ish his memory as a sacred benedic- 
tion. 


Mr. Armour was not a great states- 


man, neither wag he considered great 
in any of the channels where human 
greatness .Jq- 
generally 
recognized. 


But he was one. of God's great wort 
men, blessing the world by his won- 
derful genius for 'business, and bless- 
ing humanity by the touch o£ a wr.rm 
and sympathetic heart that e---er re- 
sponded to the appeal of . suffering 
and want. 
The world ',<;' better for 


the lives, of such m-_n as Philip 
D. 


Armour, and their ioss la felt beyOnd 
the 
friends.

Some are believed to ba 
close to Picq'iietberg road, and1 it is 
stated that they are receiving in that 
neighborhood all possible aid short of 
personal service from th>3 Dutch resi- 
dents. The farmers readily give them 
horses, food, and information. The be- 
lief grows that the incursion is in no- 
wise a mere unorganized 
series of 


raids, but an elaborately prepared in- 
vasion in force, planned by General 
De Wet, who, although he was pre- 
vented from leading it at'the outset, 
will succeed, if he has not already suc- 
ceeded, in slipping through the Brit- 
ish lines in .the Orange River Co-iony 
and joining the invaders. A telegram 
from Cape Town says that, if he decs 
enter the Cape Colony, there is evsry 
likelihood of the Dutch colonists' join- 
ing him;, provided he can supply them 
with sufficient arms and ammunition. 
There is no doubt that General D3 
Wet's influence with the whole Dutch 
population is enormous. 
His 
actual 


presence would'be bound to result in 
a general rising. He is considered by 
his kinsmen as the Na.poleon of 
the 


war, and they have unbounded faith 
in his ability to bring the struggle to 
a successful conclusion even now.

looted a farm seven miles from, Kim- 
berley. 
A Capetown cyclist corps is

Tribune, an article on "The Rise and 
Growth of Trusts." 
Mr. Dill is com- 


petent to write on the topic, 'because 
he has prepared the aritcles of incor- 
poration for most of the large com- 
binattons of the country. 
Mr. Dill 


takes the ground that industrial com- 
binations 
commonly 
called trusts 


are born of adversity and not of pros- 
perity. That in seasons of depression, 
when manufacturers are losing mon- 
ey rapidly 
-because of slow trade, 


heavy expenses and sharp competition 
that every thoughtful maa who 
is 


financially interested 
attempts 
to 


find .a. remedy, and so, at such times, 
i-n this country, as well as in others, 
combinations of capital-and effort are 
effected, as the only remedy to. pre- 
vent bankruptcy. 


These combinations, if intelligently 


handled, cut down expenses, lessen 
the cost of production, insure to cap- 
ital . protection and reasonable prof- 
its, and furnish the .consumer goods 
at fair prices. 


Mr. Dill calls attention to another 


fact that1 is worth -considering, and 
that is -that state legislatures buy dras- 
tic and .adverse legislation, frequently 
drive out capital and labor, without 
benefittin'g any. one. 
This is true o-f 


Texas, Nebraska and Kansas, and to 
quite an extent in Illinois. 
Millions 


of dollars and thousands of skilled 
workmen have gone'from Chicago to 
New York, because of what is known 
as antitrust laws. 
Ohio came to her 


senses just in time to suspend action 
in her courts, and save -her indus- 
tries. 


While the trust may be a popular 


fad for a campaign issue, it is as 
destitute of merit as 'any question 
that was ever sprung by a political 
party. 
Railroads may oe killed by 


persecution, but all there is left is 
the wreck. , Business enterprises 'may 
be. killed or driven out in the same 
way and when this is done there is

;han births. 
The marriage report in 


Rock county is very accurate and 
gives the correct, number of marriage's. 
It,is a curious thing but since the.-law 
requiring a license went into effect the 
number of marriages have dropped off 
almost one haii. 
Before the law was 


passed the average number was about 
600 and since that time the average 
is about 375. 
,

The law has shut off a large'number 


of couples coming in from outside 
states to get married and has 
also 


driven numerous couples out of the 
state to places where they do not have 
to wait five days after taking out a 
license before the ceremony can be 
performed. 
A decrease in the number of deaths of 
73 is quite remarkable and shows that 
the year 1900 must have been a heal- 
thy one throughout the county. 


There is noi always an accurate list 


of the number of births throughout the 
county for the reason that the attend- 
ing physician, nurse or midwife does 
not report the birth as required by law. 
The section governing this is in sub- 
stance. 
That every birth shall be re- 


ported to the proper officer in the 
town within thirty days after it oc- 
curs and by him reported to the reg- 
ister of deeds on blp.nks prepared for 
the purpose. A person who shall will- 
fully neglect to follow out the stat- 
utes is subject to a fine of not less than 
ten dollars or more than fifty or not 
less than thirty or more than sixty 
days in jail.
